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Mr. Gladstone, in his recent letter,
threatens the abolition of the House of

Lords, unless the peers who compose
it shall subordinate their own disinter¬
ested opinions respecting their coun¬

try's welfare to those of the selfish rad¬

ical demagogues who now dominate
the House of Commons. And yet un¬

til long after he had reached mature

age, Mr. Gladstone was a pronounced
and ultra tory. and, though formerly
a rank High Churchman, he now

favors disestablishment. Many of those
most familiar with Mr. Gladstone's pub-
]i life, think he is a g. o. r., rather
tlian a g. o. m.

The New Yokk Times says: "Cases
have been, ferreted out of men who
never saw a day's service in the
field, but, after pocketing their
bounty or substitute's hire, passed the

period of their enlistment in Canada or

in ( arts unknown, and who are now

drawing from $6 to $12 a month from a

grateful country/' But, for all this, the
order suspending the payment of pen¬
sions during the investigation ofcharges
of fraudulency has been revoked. The
amount of money of which the people
of this country have been robbed under
the name of patriotism exceeds human

comprehension.
silver dollars worth intrinsically as

much as the standard dollars, and in¬
distinguishable therefrom, are now be¬
ing coined by private parties in Omaha.
New Orleans, San Francisco and Phila¬

delphia, whose profit ou each is fifty-
one ceuts, as they only contain forty-
nino cents worth of silver. And yet it
is announced that a bill for the free
and unlimited coinage of silver dollars
will soou be introduced and pushed
through Congress. The privately coin¬
ed dollars referred to are, of course,
counterfeits, for, if otherwise, the pri¬
vately printed treasury notes would
not be.

So far this session no appropriation
has been made by Congress for the
building of new naval vessels. In view
of the fact that not one of those that
have recently been built can be deemed a

complete success, and that some of them
have proved signal failures, it would
certainly be any thing else than wise to

waste any more money on them. But
if it should happen that one would be
perfect, improvements in naval archi¬
tecture have become so rapid, that it
would be antiquated a year afterwards.

A negro has just been awarded
heavy damages in New York because
a barkeeper at a white restaurant there
refused to wait on him; but just before
that, the American Wheelmen's
league, governed by northern people,
decided to exclude negroes from the
membership thereof. The right hand
of fellowship must be extended to ne¬

groes at the public bars in the North,
but not the right leg, on the public
roads.

The Suter Child Awakdpd to Her
Uncle..At Harrisonburg yesterday
Judge Grattan rendered ;i decision in a

habeas corpus case which had occupied
tiic County Court three full days and
was replete with sensational incidents.
The contest was over the custody and

guardianship of Caddie B. Suter, an or¬

phan, ten years old, bet ween Mrs. Ida
llomerick, a married sister, living in
Indiana, :tn<! her uncle, Jacob I). Suter,
a citizen of Rockingham. The child's
father was a locomotive engineer, from
Garrett City, Ind., who died at Har¬
risonburg Christmas day while on a
visit to his brother. Ou his death
lied he coufided his little girl to his
brother, and asked that sho
become a member of his family. The
older sister qualified its guardian for the
child in Indiana, where the personal
estate of the father was, and has .since
endeavored to get possession of her lit¬
tle sister. In the trial of the case Mrs.
Homerick's character was assailed and
much bad feeling engendered. Judge
tl rattan's decision sustains Suter.s
claim to his niece wholly on tho ground
that the dead father's letters, conversa¬
tions and death-bed request showed
that he had carefully weighed the en¬
tire question and had selected his
brother rather than his daughter as the
child's custodian. The dead father's
decision, the court held, should be re¬

spected. Notice of appeal was at once
filed. There are several life insurance
policies belonging to the two daugh¬
ters, amounting to nearly £4,000, issued
by the Brotherhood of Locomotive En¬
gineers, and an official of tho organiza¬
tion was there watching the trial.

Only one arm was left
free, and he worked this iu desperation
to keep bis face from being covered by
loose dirt that was constantly falling.

FOLLAR D-B R ECKIN RID G E TRIAL.
Washington, D. C, March 24..It

was agreed last Thursday by Judge
Bradley that he should hear argument
on the admission or exclusion of the
disputed evidence in the Pollard-
Breckinridge case this morning at 10
o'clock. Shortly after the appointed
hour the arguments began, but behind
closed doors. The arguments were in
regard to the admission of the tes¬

timony of Aleck Julian, W. W.
Rozell and Dr. Lewis. Julian is the
man referred to by Miss Pollard as "my
blind sweetheart.my modern Barna¬
bas,'" who deposed that one Christmas
day, while at the house of 'Squire TinB-
ley, Miss Pollard, after drinking too
much egg-nogg, went through the form
of a mock marriage with Julian, and
then proposed that they carry out the
marital relation. The testimony of Dr.
Lewis was that Col. A. \V. Swope, who
was killed iu a street duel in Lexing¬
ton by Cassius Clay Goodloe some years
a jo, had requested him to perform an

operation ou Mi.-s Pollard with whom he
said he bad become involved. Dr.
Lewis refused to take the case. He
testitied that he did not know
whether the Miss Pollard mention¬
ed was Madeline Bollard or some
other Miss Pollard. \V. W. Kozell
is the man who was engaged to Miss
Pollard in Cincinnati at the time, ac¬
cording to her own admission, when
she was under contract to marry James
C. Rhodes or pay him the money he-
advanced her. and was expecting to be
confined of her first child. "Yes, Mr.
Butterworth," said Miss Pollard in ad¬
mitting this state of affairs, "as bad as
it sounds, that was exactly the case."
llo/.ell deposed that he bad taken liber¬
ties with Miss Pollard at Wesleyan
College and that when he was about
leaving Cincinnati for a trip to Chicago
she begged him to take her along with
him. All the testimony is objected to
by Miss Pollard's counsel, Julian's on
the ground that it concerned a time
prior to Miss Pollard's meeting with
Col. Breckinridge; Dr. Lewis's because
he could not specify any particular Miss
Pollard as the one about whom he
alleges Col. Swope spoke to him, and
Rozell's as affecting the competency of
evidence offered covering a period sub¬
sequent to the alleged betrayal by Col.
Breckinridge.
The Whipping-Post und Public Roads.
To the Editor of the Alexandria Gazette :

Iu your editorial of Wednesday even¬

ing on the employment of convicts to
clean up the Capitol square at Rich¬
mond, you might have added that it is
very unwise for people whose eyes are

so easily offended to stray so far from
home : but we started out more par¬
ticularly to commend your course in
advocating the whipping-post. We have
been pleased to notice how persistently
you stick to it and we hope that you
will move the matter a little further by
getting up a petition to the next Legis¬
lature to allow a vote to be taken on
the subject. We believe the aforesaid
whipping-post would run ahead of any
ticket it was put on.
Now may we make a suggestion? We

do not claim any originality for the
idea, but we have long been of the opin¬
ion that the best solution of the convict
labor question would be to employ it on
all State and municipal works, such as

b Jilding sewers, making roads, etc. In
the case of the State, suppose that the
roads in Fairfax or any other county
needed repairs ; the proper persons
could notify the State official who
would send a gang of convicts to
do the work, and charge the county
with the expense, tho county
has to pay for this work and there is no
reason why the State should not occu¬

py the role of contractor, and thus at
least compel convicts to earn their
board and clothes. The result would
be much better roads than will ever be
built under the present system, and
there would be no more complaint
about the employment of convicts in
the industries of the day, to the exclu¬
sion of honest labor. It is true that
such a course would exclude some hon¬
est labor, but the State must in some

way reimburse itself either in the shape
of taxes or else by earnings of tho con¬

victs for the expense of keeping them,
and we believe that this plan would be
the very best course to pursue, and the
people would soon see the benefit of it.
Many of the famous works of tho old
world that were done in pretty much
the same way have stood the test
of the centuries, and are indisputable
witnesses to the wisdom of such a pol¬
icy. A Northern Man.

Bio Firk..A fire broke out yester¬
day afternoou at Money Point on the
southern branch of the Elizabeth river,
about six miles from Norfolk. It is a

little village of about one or two hun¬
dred houses, occupied priucipally by
mechanics, lumber and laboring men

with their families; the mills and kilns
of tho Roanoke Lumber Company, and
the Old Dominion Creasoting Company.
Both corporations are located there,
and the entire plants of both were de¬
stroyed as well as the warehouses and
wharves. The three-masted schooner
Elias, Moore, loading with lumber was

burned to tho water's edge, and, it is
said, but two or three residences still
remain. There were no water facilities
except from wells and from the river
and no firo engine. The village is only
accessible by water and is counected
with Norfolk by telephone. The wires
were also destroyed. Tho loss will
probably aggregate five hundred thou¬
sand dollars or more.

An Alexandria Artist..The art

events of the past fortnight iu Wash¬
ington were the studio receptions given
by Mr. R. De Grand Johnston at his
residence, 1814 Corcoran street. The
canvases on view were the work of Mr.
Johnston during the year, and they
created much enthusiastic praise among
art lovers and artists. Mr. Johnston is
a disciple of the legitimate-realistic
school of painting; he trusts iu nature
and loves all her moods, and believes
that when he takes her models she
gives color, sentiment, and atmosphere
for a wholesome interpretation of art.
Raphael painted what he saw, and his
work outlives and outranks anything
we have to-day. It is true that the
impressionist lad, so brilliantly in¬
augurated in England some thirty-
years ago by the pre-Rapbaelites,
has been short lived. The time
of wild suggestion ami of uncommon
and exceptional creations has been
brief, while legitimate art never dies.
Mr. Johnson paints animals with a de¬

votion and truthfulness that none others
of oar local artists attempt, save Mr.
Richard Brooke, who introduces
animals as accessories in his landscapes,
hut without regard to auatomical
technique. Among the pictures that
covered the walls of the studio and
stood in the anteroom in Mr. Johnston's
pretty home was notably "The Fagol
Gatherers"' (16x20), that in subject ami
treatment may be instanced with
its companion piece as specimens of
Mr. Johnston's work. The out-of-dour
rec'lom and atmosphere are character¬
istic. Tho scene is in southern Mary¬
land, and the man and boy are carrying
dry goods in bundles under their arms,

facing Chesapeake Bay, a glimpse of
which is caught in the distance. The
color scheme is in subdued tunes, the
sky harmonizing with the browns and
grays of late autumn. "Under Shelter,"
the companion, is executed in the same

spirit as the other. There is the char¬
acteristic shepherd resting upon his
staff, with his llock about him, and the
ltndscape includes the village in the
distance, seen through the stems of the
trees. The artist's illustration of GrayV
Elegy is lull of real feeling. The
"glimmering landscape" has all the
pathos of the mingling shadows of night
and day ; the tower is not too signifi-
cant, but is touched with the delicate
shadows of the moon ; the ploughman
is disappearing in the middle distance :
"the lowing herd"' is crossing the can¬

vas, the poet in the foreground, and all
the comparative values of the time and
season are preserved.
A canvas, 30x40 inches, shows cows

on the Potomac marsh ground. Two
are standing in the foreground, one ly¬
ing down, and several in the distance
are browsing. The composition is
truthful in drawing, evincing the ar¬
tist's knowledge of his models.

held in trust. Counsel for Mr. Padel¬
ford filed a demurrer, claiming that no
reason had been shown why the father
should support the child; that it did
no! appear that its mother and grand¬
father were unable to support it and
various oth«r reasons of minor impor¬
tance. The case was argued and the
demurrer over-ruled by Common Pleas
Court, and an appeal taken tu the
Supreme Court. When the appeal was
called for argument yesterday, counsel
asked that the case be passed for settle¬
ment, and court allowed the request.

J. Willis Martin, of counsel in the
case, said yesterday: "The wholo trot -

ble arose over the question of tho cu..

tody of the child. Mr. Padelford was
always ready and willing to maintain
his daughter but ho thought ho should
have her in his possession. The settle¬
ment has not yet been made, but it Is
likely that some compromise will bo
eflectcd by which tho child can remain
part of tho time in tho cihdody of either
her father or grandfather."

Another one of the eases where the
secretary of the navy had filled a vacan
cy in tue list of cadets in the Naval
Academy was called to the attention i f
the House by Mr. Maddox. He askeu
unanimous consent for consideration of
a joint resolution declaring a vacancy
in the seventh district of Georgia,
which is now represented by a cadet
appointed by Secretary Tracy, residing
iu the District of Columbia.
Mr. Hopkins said the gentleman from

Georgia was no worse oil' than several
other members, and as it was apparent
that no remedy for the political condi¬
tion of affairs could be except by genera
law, and that as long as this special
legislation was kept up no general bill
would be enacted, he felt constrained
to object.
The House then went into commit¬

tee of the whole on the postal appro¬
priation bill for the vear ending June 30,
1895.
Mr. Henderson made a brief state¬

ment of the contents of the bill. It
carried, he said, a total appropriation
of $S7,470,600 or 3,1*25,500 less than the
e.-timates of the department. It in¬
cluded an item of $196,614 for "neces¬
sary and special facilities on trunk
lines'' which the department did not
recommend.
Against this item in the bill Messrs.

Kyle and Loud presented a minority
report. The postal revenues for the
year ending June 30, L895, are esti¬
mated by the postmaster-general to be
$S4,427,748 and the deficiency in ex¬

penses is provided for in the bill by an

appropriation in bulk,
Mr. Kyle moved to strike out the

item appropriating §196,614, for neces¬
sary and special facilities on trunk lines
from Springfield, Mass., via New York
ai cl Washington to Atlanta and New
Orleans. This was the item against
which he and Mr. Loud filed a minori¬
ty report. The minority state that no

po.<master-general ever recommended
an appropriation of this character and
that railroad lines which had heretofore
been the beneficiaries of the fund and
are not now receiving any part of it
were rendering as coed if not bett<r
service than when they participated iu
the distribution of the appropriation.
Mr. Kyle argued that the appropria¬

tion was not only useless, because the
railroads performed just as good ser
vice without the extra payment as they
did with it, but that it was sectional,
preventing the expenditure of any por¬
tion of the fund iu any other than one
direction.
Mr. Wise calied Mr. Kyle's attentit n

to the proviso '"that no pirt of the ap¬
propriation shall be expended uule:
the Postmaster Gi n ral shall deem
such expenditure necessary in order to

promote the luteies: of the postal ser¬

vice," saying that if that official was op¬
posed to the appropriation, as Mr.
Kyle had said, the money would not be
used.
